Washington, September 23.—Elimi- 
nation of men from employment in ncn- 
essential industries by characterizing 
them as “slackers,” and the conse- 
quent addition of nearly half a million 
men to labor forces available for war 
work, is planned by the United States 
Employment Service. Community la- 
bor boards throughout the country 
were notified today by N. A. Smythe, 
director of the service, to prepare and 
to have published lists of industries in 
which women can be substituted for 
men. The boards were urged to hold 
up to public shame any man who con- 
tinues in work not essential to the 
prosecution of the war. 

The industries in which women can 
take the places of men are expected to 
follow the general lines laid down 
recently by the war labor policies 
board, and include such work as ac- 
counting and cashfer service and sales- 
manship. The local boards will be 
guided largely, it was said, by condi- 
tions in their own communities in is- 
suing the lists of industries in which 
the werk should be done by women. 

To .the local boards also will be 
left }afgely the methods of dealing with 
men Who remain in the industries 
classef as non-essential.

World Arbiter 
Aim of Wilson, 


Asserts Burian 


Austro-Hungarian Foreign 
Minister Comments on the 
President’s Haste in Re- 
plying to Peace Note--He 
Calls Note Reagent. 


Amsterdam, September 23.—(By As- 
sociated Press.)—In an interview with 
Theodor Wolff, in The Berlin Tage- 
blatt, Baron Buian, Austro-Hungarian 
foreign minister, said he was not sur- 
prised at the reception to his peace 
note; naturally he did not suppose that 
the entente would straightway declare 
readiness to enter into peace negotia- 
tions. 

“In a situation like the present,” con- 
tinued the minister, “it is sometimes 
necessary to clarify things by means of 
reagents. The note was such a reagent. 
It has already produced remarkable 
phenomena, and will do so still more 
in the near future. 


“VYery Extraordinary,” Says Burian. 

‘Very extraordinary, for instance, 
was the remarkable rapidity of Presi- 
dent Wilson’s reply. Clearly President 
Wilson wanted to anticipate the other 
entente governments. He always had 
the ambition to be a world arbiter, and 
has not abandoned that ambition since 
the United States entered the war as 
a result of the U-boat warfare. Hence 
he set out his fourteen points, in ad- 
dition, twice four, that is, altogether, 
twenty-two, which are to be authori- 
tative for the new arrangement of 
the world. 

“I don’t suggest that he is insincere, 
but one could instance many cases 
where America hershelf has offered 
against the principles he formulates; 
for example, the treatment of Colom- 
bia and the seizure of Texas. But, 
after all, large regions were thereby 
opened to civilization. I will only say 
that it does not do to be always con- 
trasting our actions with the view ex. 
pressed by President Wilson's points.”

Oklahoma City, Okla., September 23. 
The democratic state convention here 
today adopted a platform which in- 
dorses woman suffrage, national prohi- 
bition and declares for a victory in 
the war “so conclusive that Germany 
and her people shall know that right 
and liberty shall prevail everywhere.” 

Representative Scott Ferris, chair- 
man of the democratic congressional 
campaign committee; Governor R. L. 
Williams and J. B. Robertson, demo- 
cratic nominee for governor, addressed 
the convention. 

United States Senator Phomas P. 
Gore who was on the floor at one 
time was not invited to address the 
convention. A resolution asking Sena- 
tor Gore to address the convention was 
prepared for introduction, but it was 
withheld. Before leaving for Tulsa 
Senator Gore issued the following 
statement: 

‘“T am for a democratic victory, state, 
national and world-wide. I should be 
the last to become the apple of dis- 


cord or to throw a firebrand into a 
harmonious convention. In these times 
of tragedy personalities are nothing. 
Principles are everything. Individuals 
individuals go as the flow- 
ers bloom and fade.

He also as- 
serted that its leaders are not engaged 
in war work, because they are too busy 
looking after legislation in Washingtcn, 
and that they attempt to have candi- 
dates for congress sign secret pledges 
to vote for prohibition.

In all the theaters of the war the 
entente allies have the initiative in 
their hands and are pressing their ad- 
vantage rigorously. The Germans and 
their allies nowhere are able to do 
more than stand on the defensive.

THE PRICE OF COTTON. 


it seems to-be a foregone conclusion that 
when the need for such a step arises—if 
such a time ever comes—the government will 
take hold of the cotton situation and regulate 
the price of the southern staple just as it 
has regulated the prices of wheat, corn and 
iron. There is no doubt that the government 
has, or can vest itself with, authority to 
adopt such a course if it deems it advisable 
4S a war measure; but it is equally certain 
that as yet no emergency has arisen that 
would justify the government in modifying 
the prevailing price of cotton. 

It would be harmful, and essentially un- 
fair to the farmers and to the whole cotton- 
producing section of the country for the 
government to interfere with the natural 
price-fixing law-—that of supply and de- 
mand—until an emergency justifying such 
a step should arise. 

Nothing even approaching such an emer- 
gency has as yet developed. 

For four years the cotton crop has been 
khort. This year, according to the federal 
estimate, it slumped to the extent of be- 
tween two and three millions of bales, due 
to unforeseen and unexpected adverse cli- 
matic conditions during August. All of 
which has been disappointing and extremely 
expensive to the growers, who, this fall, for 
instance,-have to pay the costs of producing 
between two and three millions. of bales of 
cotton which were not produced, and which 
costs become a dead loss to the farmers! 

Considering that phase of the question 
alone, the prevailing market price of cotton 
is by no means more than fairly remunera- 
live to the growers. 

And today cotton at prevailing prices is 
actually cheaper, proportionate to cost of 
production, than any of the food staples 
upon which the government has fixed a 
minimum price! 

Cotton that is being produced now is 
being grown under war-time conditions— 
conditions entailing high cost of production 
and scarcity of supply in the face of in- 


Under the war-time conditions of 
1862-3-4-5 cotton was quoted as high as 
5144c, 92c, $1.89 and $1.82 per pound, re- 
spectively, for those years, in which war- 
time prices prevailed! At present the price 
of cotton is by no means abnormal, consid- 
ering the short crops of the past few years, 
and the exceedingly short crop of this 
year. 

Whenever the time comes for the gov- 
ernment to fix the price of cotton, if it ever 
comes, the fixation should be upon a basis 
at least as liberal as that upon which the 
wheat and corn prices were fixed. 

It- should be accompanied by these two 
collateral limitations: First, the govern- 
ment should fix a minimum price at which 
cotton must be bought during a definite 
period covering the current crop, as it did 
in. fixing the prices of wheat and corn, so | 
that every producer may be sure that by 
availing himself of the protection of the 
government plan he can be sure of obtain- 
ing at least a remunerative price for his 
product that will protect him against the | 
exigency of raising his crop at a loss; and, 
second, both the. maximum and the mini- 
mum prices should be coupled with the 
government guarantee affording a market 
for all grades of cotton at a price based 
upon the standard maximum and minimum 
prices fixed by the government for strictly 
middling cotton.

PROTECTING THE BALLOT. 


The recent action of Congressman Vin- |

Upon the face of the returns Mr. Vinson | 
appeared to be nominated; but on charges / 


of gross irregularity he asked the conven- 
tion to postpone action until opportunity for 
a full investigation had been allowed, tell- 
ing the convention, in effect, that he wants 
a victory that is without taint or question. 

And in this he is eminently right. 

If there is any one thing in this world 
that ought to be sacred it is the ballot box! 

Every man who casts a ballot ought to 
know that it will be counted exactly as he 
cast it. Every possible safeguard should be 
thrown around the box into which that 
ballot goes, for every candidate and every 
voter has a proprietary interest in every 
ballot in that box until the election results 
are declared by the final authority. 

The law of the state is specific and plain 
upon that point, and if the time ever comes 
in Georgia—or in any other state—when 
the public cannot rest in the confidence 
that the ballot box is beyond the reach of 
corruption, democracy will be in a bad way. 

The basis of democracy is the voice of 
the majority. And unless the expression of 
that voice can be obtained and proven in a 
manner that will put the honesty of the 
method of that expression beyond a shadow 
of a doubt, or of a suspicion, then democracy 
is weakened just to that extent! 

The time was in Georgia when the cor: 
rupt count was by no means unusual, and 
the only justification then advanced for it 
was “dire necessity!” 

Whatever may have been the necessi- 
ties of the past, or the doubtful justification 
then advanced, one thing is certain: and 
that is that no such necessity exists today! 

Public sentiment stands for a clean 
ballot and a fair and a square count—and 
it will tolerate nothing less. 


UNITED UNDER THE FLAG. 


While undoubtedly material saving 
will accrue from the grouping of seven of the 
foremost war-work agencies for the purpose 
of expediting the collection of funds with 
which to finance them, the real, lasting 
benefit, not only to the beneficiary organiza- 
tions, but to the country and the world, is 
in the tendency to bring the denominations 
closer together, in the great humanitarian 
work of the war. 


The war has gone a long way toward 
doing what well-meaning voices for years 
has failed to do; and a striking example is 
to be seen in the correlation of the Protest- 
ant, Catholic, Jewish and non-sectarian war- 
work instrumentalities into one great unified 
body in a campaign for funds to be prorated 
among them for the respective work of each 
in the great war, the objective of which is 
the objective of all: Freedom and happiness 
for the human race! 

This spirit was strikingly exemplified at 
a meeting of war-work leaders brought to- 
gether to effect such a co-operative organi- 
zation. 

Dr. John R. Mott, a Protestant, and a 
prominent Y. M. C. A. worker, was unani- 
mously elected director general of the cam- 
paign, upon motion of John G. Agar. repre- 
senting the Catholics, and the motion was 
seconded by Mortimer L. Schiff, representa- 
tive of the Jews! 

Sectarian and religious contentions were 
buried; and so will they remain, not only 
throughout this campaign, but throughout 
the duration of the war—and, let us hope, to 
a very great extent, forever afterward! 

Under this unified organization funds for 
the use of all will be collected and applied 
to the single objective: The comfort and 
the welfare of the soldiers who are winning 
the war! 

Under it each organization that is party 
to the amalgamation will receive its pro rata 
of the proceeds from the campaign; but what 
is of infinitely worth more in the long run, 
each, after it is all over, will have a much 
better understanding of, and a much higher 
regard for, the others.

within the registration age who wish to join 
the naval reserve force. 

He stated that there is no longer such a 
thing as a naval recruiting officer, or a 
naval recruiting station. In the place of 
these there has been established a navy 
mobilizing officer and navy 
stations. Any communications concerning 
enrollment should be addressed to the navy 
mobilization station. 

There are only four methods open for 
men to enroll for service.— 

1. By being a student of one of the uni- 
versities designated by the navy department 
from which students may be enrolled. 

2. By what is termed individual induc- 
tion. In this case men desiring to enroll, 
who prove to be good material for the navy 
and who are in Class A-1, may be individual- 
ly inducted into naval service. 

3. By what is called the “run of the 
draft.’ That is, registered men who have ex- 
pressed preference for the navy and who 
have been designated by local boards to fill 
a navy quota which may have been assigned 
to them. will be inducted by the local board 
into naval service and will be sent to the 
navy mobilization station for further trans- 
fer. 


special qualifications for particular work in 
the navy may, after having deferred classi- 
fication waived, be placed in Class A-1 and 
then be individually inducted into naval 
service, as in the second method above @e- 
scribed. 

The mobilization officer could not gs!ve 
any further information than this, except 
to say that his board cannot handle men 
coming under the second scheme until after 
October 1. Men coming under the third ana 
fourth heads cannot be dealt with until No- 
vember 1. 

In every instance men taken will be given 
the rating of apprentice seamen, and will 
not be accepted for other rates. 

The officer in charge asks that a!l regis- 
tered men reading the above instructions 
bear in mind that this course of procedure 
is entirely new, and they must, therefore, 
have patience in endeavoring to secure ¢n- 
trance into naval service. 

The mobjilization officer has visited the 
Georgia School of Technology, with a view 
to proceeding with the enrollment of 150 
Tech students, the number perm tted from 
that institution. About 200 applicants have 
filed requests, and it is hoped that the quota 
of 150 may be filled from this number.

Part of Losses of Saturday IN STOCK MARKET 


PROFESSIONAL VIEWS 
ON COTTON SITUATION 


New York, September 23.—(Special.)— 
In the absence of any further alarming re- 
ports from Washington a small demand 
from the extended short interest created 
last week on the sure tip from Washington 
that a low price for cotton would be fixed, 
brought about a recovery of from 40 to 60 
points, Then the market relapsed into 
dullness. Until more is known of the in- 
tention of the government new business 
will be limited. The price of cotton goods 
1s expected to be fixed for the next three 
months this week. 

This decline in prices will enable the 
spinners to obtain cotton on a lower basis 
or values and may so affect the prices for 
their goods. Just why the spinners should 
be prot ed from the effect of the fourth 
disastrous crop, or the exporter secure cot- 
ton at the expense of the planter we have 
newer been abie to understand. Brazil 
tries to look after the planters of coffee, 
not the consumers of coffee in America or 
Europe. Many listened in church yesterday 
to the proverbs and then returned home 
and to read the fourteenth chapter of Jere- 
miah, the prophet. 

We still believe that a maximum price 
may be fixed well above the presenti level, 
but we cannot bring ourselves to believe 
that there is any intention to sell our cotton 
at a low price, when each bale so exported 
pays bert of our war expensé.

New York, September 23.—The cot- 
ton market recovered a good part of 
Saturday’s losses on a growing belief’ 
that no decision has yet been made 
With reference to price-fixing. , The 
general list closed easy at a net ad- 
vance of 57 to 83 points. 

The market opened steady at a de- 
cline of 6 points on November, but 
generally 23 to 47 points higher on 
trade buying and covering. There was 
considerable southern selling of the 
late months, accompanied by reports of 
a good business in spot cotton late on 
Saturday, but the pressure from that 
Source was offset by the trade buying, 
which was believed to be against spin- 
ners’ calling cotton. After showing 
net gains of about 56 to 60 points, the 
market reacted slightly under realiz- 
ing, but firmed up again after the pub- 
lication of Washington advices quoting 
Secretary Houston, of the department 
of agriculture, as denying recent re- 
ports that he advocated fixing a price 
of 25 cents for cotton. Bullish spot 
advices helped the advance, which ex- 
tended to 31.68 for December and 31.56 
for January, with the more active posi- 
tions selling 73 to 87 points net higher. 
The close was several points off from 
the best under realizing. Liverpool 
was a buyer late in the day, but the 
bulk of the demand on the afternoon 
advance was attributed to covering and 
part of the late seling came from 
southern sources. 

Owing to continued nervousness over 
the price-fixing proposition, ordinary 
factors attracted little attention, but 
the weather in the belt was considered 
too cold for crop development. A 
Memphis authority makes the condition 
of the crop 57.1 and the indicated yield 
12,200,000 bales, excluding linters.

NEW ORLEANS BUYING 
PRESSURE IS INCREASED 

New Orleans, September 23.—A high- 
er range of prices resulted in cotton 
today froma much more favorable 
opinion regarding price-fixing. Buying 
pressure was increased by the cold 
weather in the belt, which was gener- 
ally taken to mean that the finishing 
touches were being put to crop damage 
resulting from three months of unfa- 
vorable weater. Highest levels were 
reached late in the day when the trad- 
ing months were 91 to 95 pointg up. 
The close showed net gains of 73 to 8&9 
points. 

The opening was at the advance, 
partly owing to the low temperatures 
over Sunday in the belt, and partly to 
the stand taken by the governors of 
cotton-growing states against govern- 
ment control of the market. Buyers 
met only small offerings. In the early 
trading the rise amounted to 564 to 71 
points. From this there ‘were small 
recessions, owing to dullness which set 
in during the middle of the day. In 
the afternoon telegrams from Wash- 
ington and New York claimed that of- 
ficials in Washington were denying that 
°5 cents had been mentioned as a fair 
price for cotton, and on the strength 
of these reports new buying developed.

BEARISH FACTORS 
IN CORN MARKET 


Rumor of Kaiser’s Illness 
and Other Influences Send 
Prices Down to New Low 
Levels — Oats and Provi- 
sions Firm. 


Chicago, September 23.—New low 
levels for the season were reported in 
the corn market today as a result of 
liquidations precipitated by reports 
that the German emperor was serious- 
ly ill. The close was heavy, 1% to 
1%c down, with October $1.464%4 to 
$1.465 and November $1.44% to $1.44%. 
Oats finished unchanged to \c higher. 
In provisions the outcome varied from 
5c decline to 35c advance. 

Numerous bearish factors in additfon 
to the reported illness of the German 
emperor. contributed to the weakness 
of corn once the down grade move- 
ment of prices had received impetus. 
Cheering war developments and some 
rival of peace gossip attracted more 
and more attention, and so, too, did 
the prevailing favorable weather for 
drying out the crop. Besides, rapid 
progress in cutting was reported. Un- 
der such circumstances moderate gains 
which grew out of the food administra- 
tion announcement of increased need 
of feeding grain for report were soon 
lost sight of and bulls were in retire- 
ment nearly the whole day. 

Oats showed firmness despite breakg 
in corn. Sustained inqhiry from the 
government and from exporters was Te- 
sponsible.

BRUNDAGE IS WINNER 
IN REMARKABLE TEST 


Veteran Chicago Athletic Star 
All-Around Champion on 
Field and Track. 


Great Lakes, Ill., September. 23.—-In 
'a remarkable test of endurance Avery 
|Brundage, a veteran star of the Chi- 
cago Atheltic association, won the all- 
‘round championship, the closing event 
of the three-day National A. A. U. out- 
| door track and field carnival 
|Great Lakes naval station. Brundage 
j|had won the premier honors in the na- 
tional games at Newark in 1916 and 
jat Birmingham, Ala., in 1914. Today’s 
victory ended his unusual athletic ca- 
reer, as he declared he would never 
compete again. 

; His triumph was achieved by stamina 
and versatility. He did not win as 
many firsts as E. J. Thompson, a cadet 
in the royal air force of Toronto, Cana- 
da. The Chicagoans, however, fin- 
ished well up among the leaders in the 
ten events. He won the shot put and 
56-pound and scored a dead-heat in 
mile walk. 

Nine men competed in the gruelling 
seven-hour test and all finished, but 
they were exhausted at the end. Brun- 
dage scored 6,708 points on the basis 
of a possible 10,000. J. Hellum, a Nor- 
wegian athlete, representing the 
Pastime A. C. of New York, was sec- 
ond, with 6,419 points, although he did 
not win a single individual contest. 

Thompson, who won four individual 
events, was third, with 5,152 points. 
Earl Gilfallan, of Great Lakes, a for- 
mer Notre Dame star: Edward 
Knourek, of Great Lakes; J. R. Fritts, 
of New York; Lieutenant Carl Buck, of 
Kelly Field; Lieutenant N. P. Bluett, 
of Camp Hancock, and W. E. Bartels, 
of the University of Pennsylvania, fin. 
ished in the order named. 

The men competed in ten events. 

Thompson accumulated an imposing 
lead early, leading the field after the 
first four events had been decided. 
Brundage’s versatility counted heavily 
in the weight events and he sprang 
a surpirse by walking a dead heat with 
J. R. Fritts, unattached, former New 
York a: Ge in the half- 
mile “hike.” 

His well-rounded performance is 
shown by his record for the ten events 
of two firsts, a dead heat, two seconds, 
a triple tie for second, one third, a 
quadruple tie for third ,a fifth, ana 
a victory in one of the three heats in 
which the 100-yard dash was run off. 

The all-round competition divided at- 
tention with the national relay cham- 
pionship, which resulted in feature 
brushes in all five races, although none 
went to récord time. Great Lakes sta- 
tion won the 440-yard relay. Pelham 
Bay station’s middle distance men cap- 
tured both the 880-yard and one-mile 
events. 

The two distance relay events were 
earried off by Illinois A. C., of Chi-

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TNOREASE IN RATES 


OPPOSED AT HEARING 


Shipping Representatives From 
New Orleans and Meridian 
Enter Protests. 


There were many problems of wide 
interest which came up in yesterday’s 
sessions of the hearing being conduct- 
ed in the postoffice building before 
Attorney Examiner Disque, of the in- 
terstate commerce commisson, on the 
proposed changes in freight classifica- 
tions. 

The first witness to take the stand 
was J. E. Crosland, of the southern 
classification committee, whose head- 
quarters are in Atlanta. He present- 
ed an extended statement with re- 
spect to numerous changes in the 
south, proposed in the consolidation 
book. In the.course of his remarks 
he said that from 1901 to 1916, inclu- 
sive, 3,674 changes had been made in 
various southern classifications, 1,564 
of which were advances and 2,120 de- 
creases. 

As to the comparatively large num- 


es proposed in the book, 
Mr. Crosland stated they were an ac- 
cumulation which had arisen from the 
fact that for a year the southern com- 
mittee had had no chairman and for 
@ like period no meeting had been held, 
as well as from the fact that for a 
Jong time their rate men were engaged 
in checking in southeastern rates made 
necessary by the interstate commerce 
commission’s southeast fourth section 
rate order. 

C. W. Hayward, secretary-manager 
of the Meridian traffic bureau, the 
day’s first witness for the shippers, 
said it was difficult for him to pick out 
specific increases in the south concern- 
ing which his bureau would want to 
protest more vigorously than others, 
as its members were opposed to all of 
them. He felt that the present was 
no time for attempting to bring about 
these radical changes, practically all 
of which were ‘increases in rates in 
the south. 

Barton Benedict, traffic manager of 
the Dunbar Molasses company, of New 
Orleans, objected to proposed increases 
in rates on syrup and molasses, some 
of which are in western classification 
territory, but the majority in southern 
territory. 

The last speaker was S. R. Barnett, 
traffic manager of the Southport mills, 
of New Orleans, who protested not 
only the advances in rating on cot- 
ton seed meal, but also the failure of 
the new classifications to provide for 
shipment of that commodity in bulk 
in carloads.
